“THE DEFENOR | 
OF CONSTANTINOPLE. 

Ex-Colgnel Valentine Bakor, who has 
accepted o commission-in the Turkish army, 
has drawa up the subjuined scheme for 
fortifying Conatantinop e—*' Oonstantino- 
ple and its approaches being the great prize 
which {a so much coveted, it naturally 
follows that if this important position could 
be made ‘so'secure that a Russian oocupa- 
tion ‘were impossible, a great political as 
well-as military problem would have been 
solved. The supertority of the Turkish 
fleet and the works of defence. erected 
the Bosphorus and-Dardanellos have pre- 
vented the possibility of a Muscovite onpe 
t 


‘ture of Constantinople by a sea attack. 


therefore’ only becomes necesary .s0 to 
strengthen the land approaches os to make 
Constantinople practically impregnable, 
And this could easily be accomplished, 
Tho Bosphorus can only be approached 
from the north by a norrow atyip of land 
in rome places only 23 miles Wide. Ite 
line of workn were ereotéd across this atrip, 
with ite-right resting on the Sea of Mar- 
mors, Constantiuople would by secure: 
An. admirablé poattion exists which is so 
sided by natural obstacles as to reduce 


the front to be defended to between 17] 


and 18 miles. This line extends from 
Lake Derkos. on the right, to the back.’ 
water of Buyck Obekmege on the left,’ At 
Buyuk Uhekmego there is a harbonr, and 
tho backwater~ea mile and » quarter wide 
~guarda for five miles the. lett of the 
position, The ponition then: follows a range 
of hills commanding a broad and open 
valley, aud offering every ‘military advan- 
tage for-purposes of defence, and eveataally 
rests on Lake Derkos, Between’ Lake 
Derkos and the Black Sea the only ap- 
proach les by a narrow sandbank, . easily 
commanded by a single work near the 


village of Derkos, . The railway from Oon- | 


stantinople runs through tho left centre of 
the. position, and there is aca communi- 
cation oh both flanke, There js abun- 
dant supply of water oyerywhere, and 
the country’ 4s peouliarly adapted for 
the encampment of troops, The pro- 
posed ‘line of defence could easily be 
constructed by -encamping troops along 
the position who would throw up. the 
accessary works. . Since the introduc.’ 
tion ¢f breeoh-loading arma it has beon 
proved that # front atiack upon a. strong 
line of well defended works is practi- 
cally impossible, In the proposed line’ 
both flanks would be scowre, and com 
tunioations would be open, and with an 
unlimited facility of supply.’ Thus ahostile 
approach to the Bosphorus from the north 
by land would be rendered impossible. It 
is evident that the narrow neck of land 
which connects the Chersonese with Roume- 
lis, and which is only between thrée and 
four miles in width, and with anchorage 
close inshore for ships of war on both 
flanks, cffors such facilities for the defence 
of the approaches to the Dardanelles from 
the north that this position may be con- 
sidered as unassailable. But can Con- 
tantinople be reached by a Ruanian army 
acting from the Caucasus ‘and’ marching 
through Asia Minor? from the Caucasus 
to Constantinople by road: is upwarda of 
900 miles, There are no roads for artillery, 
and the country offers’ every difficulty 
relative to the maintenance of supplies. 
‘he flank and rear of an army eo advancing 
would be exposed to attack by any Power 
in command of the Black Sea, Finally, 
the approach to Oonstantinople is also by 4 
narrow neck of land only about 26 miles 
in width, and there would be ample time 
to erect a line of works extending from the 
Julf of Ismid to the Black Sea and so 
blocking an advance from Asia Minor.
